These cakes, made frum the earliest 
times by the Indians and negroes and 
baked on leaves or on a hoe in the hot 
ashes, may be successfully imitated by 
the modern cook in ber up two date

Take one pint of the gernine south- 
ero cornmeal and sift it with one cup- 
ful of flour and a teaxpoonful of salt. 
8calé this with two cupfuls of boiling 
-Wweter or milk tn which a rounded 
tablespooptul of shortening bas been 
melted. ‘This should result ip a moist 
batter, but one sufficiently firm to boid 
in place when dropped from a spoon 
into » well greased baking pan. Two 
tablespoouris of the batter will be 
enourh for each dodger, about three 
fonrths of an incb in thickness.

evertheless, he remains to-day a pil- 
lar of the Liberal party, for he re- 
tains in a’singular degree the confi- 
dence of the non-party politician— 
the man who feels that there. must be 
some people left in the land who are 
careless of the catchwords of party— 
who believes that, in the forthcoming 
contest between peers and Commons, 
his voice will be heard in the Cabi- 
net, and his influence exerted in Par- 
liament, to ensure that the counsels 
of moderation shall prevail. He has 
suffered, to some extent, from havin 
served two masters. It used to be sai 
of him that he had to make his choice 
between being Lord Chancellor or 
Prime Minister. He has not been— 
nor is he likely to be—either, but, at 
one time, on neither the legal nor the 
political side of his career, was either 
of those high offices seemingly beyond 
his grasp.

The reason for it is to strength- 
en the Government in the Upper 
House, the int€Mtion being to relieve 
Lord Morley of the heavy task of lead- 
ership in the House of Lords during 
Ear] Crewe’s absence on account of 
illness. The help of the new viscount 
is particularly required in the coming 
session during the passage, of the mea- 
sures for Home Rule and Welsh Dis- 
establishment, and also in connection 
with the Veto Bill, > 

The Right Hon. Richard Burdon 
Haldane was born in 1856. He was 
educated at Edinburgh Academy and 
at Edinburgh and Gottingen Univer- 
sities. He was a brilliant student and 
won several scholarships. He obtain- 
ed his M.A,, with first-class honors in 
philosophy, from Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, and has published several] schol- 
arly essays. 

Mr. Haldane inaugurated the Terri- 
torial army system. He has been BSec- 
retary of State for War since 1905, and 
he has represented Haddingtonshire in 
the House of Commons since 1885. 
His becoming a peer leaves vacant 
the Haddington seat. At the last elec- 
tion it gave a Libera] majority of 543.

total of cattle shipments of that 
beg was 127,000 head, more than the 

ig year when the ranges were cleaned 
tp to 1906. But the increase did not 
stop in 1909. The small farmers’ out- 
put was increasing and in 1910 the 
total number of beef cattle sold in 
wa province of Alberta was 154,000 


it is declared by those who thor- 
oughly understand the cattle business 
that*it is but now in its infancy. 
There will come a time not far distant 
when Alberta will be supplying hun- 
dreds of thousands of head of beef to 
the markets of the world, an even 
better grade than those that were fat- 
tened on the ranges by the big ranch- 
ers. In the old days a beef steer was 
allowed to range until fat, In the 
fall he was in good shape and was 
turned off for sale. There was no grain 
feeding. Even the spring cattle that 
were sold were fattened simply on 
hay. But Alberta beef, with its sim- 

le method of improvement, was good 
beet and was desired on the markets. 

Now a great deal of the cattle that 
are sold are from small farmers, men 
with five or ten or fifteen head to 
sell in a year. These animals are 
| fed the winter around, they are taken 
up and grain fed for market, the 
Frade of Alberta beef is going up.

ers are bringing more wealth to Al- 
berta than the big cattle ranches, and

So he made busts and 
sold them and studied assiduously all 
the time, getting all the light possible 
on the methods of such French sculp- 
tors as Fremiet and Paul Dubois. 
His first larce work of note was the 
coe Rebellion monument in 

ueen’s Park, Toronto. Then he 


nroduced the statues of Governor 
Simcoe and Sir Oliver Mowat. After 
his marriage, Mr. Allward§ epent 


some time in Eurone, and since then 
he has been constantly employed on 
larger and more important works. 
Chief among these, probably, is his 
impressive memorial to t.° Canadian 
the South African war, 
which stands in University avenue, 
Toronto. Among his other now fam- 
ous outside statues are the John 
Sandfield Macdonald monument in 
Queen’s Park, Toronto; the Nicholas 
Flood Davin memorial, in Beechwood 
Cemetery, Ottawa; the Baldwin-La- 
fontaine group on Parliament Hill, 
Ottawa, and the memorial to Dr. Bell, 
inventor of the telephone, at Brant- 
ford, Ont. 

Mr. Allward’s studio 1s on Walker 
avenue, Toronto. When he begins a 
statue he first records his inspiration 
in a small figure of dark green wax. 
Then he makes another with more 
detail, in either wax or clay. If the 
design is to be submitted for approval 
still another figure is made—in the 
case of a single statue—of one-third 
or one-half life size. If the work is 
a group a cast in plaster of Paris is 
arranged in the shape of a complete 
model. Weeks and months are spent 
in this preliminary work. Then, if 
his life models have been satisfac- 
tory, the monument is commenced 
“in large.” This is done in wax on a 
large skeleton of iron and _ wood. 
Then it is boxed up and sent to the 
United States to be cast in bronze. 
There are no bronze-casting works in 
Canada able to do such work. He goes 
down to Providence, R.I., to inspect 
the casting. Then from Mr. Allward’s 
blue prints the contractor builds the 
foundation and erects the monument. 

All Mr. Allward’s work is marked 
by deep human feeling, as well as 
remarkable artistic skill. Personally 
he is one of the most gentle and 
modest of men, large success in 
youth heving spoiled him in no par. 
ticular. 

A very good story is told of Mr. 
Allward and an Irishman, who was 
one of his models a few years ago. 
The latter was a magnificent speci- 
men of physical manhood, but he suf- 
fered from rheumatism and _ talked 
about his malady constantly. One 
day Mr. Allward was taking a cast of 
the man’s neck, but either he or his 
assistant overlooked putting on the 
eustomary coat of grease. On at- 
tempting to remove the plaster it was 
found that it had apparently harden- 
ed there to stay. So they fell to with 
knives and other instruments and 
hammered andecut it away. The 
Irishman lost some hair and had 
quite an experience.

im for many a day. Then he met 
him and asked him if he remembered 
the cast incident.
